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Future of the TIC 
is under review 


THE future of Lyme Regis’ award win¬ 
ning Tourist Information Centre is 
under review. 

West Dorset District Council, which operates 
Tourist Information Centres in Lyme Regis, 
Bridport, Dorchester and Sherborne, is review¬ 
ing how the services will be run in the future 
in an attempt to save £300,000. 

The district council’s “scope of review” 
states that reduced services could be provided 
by town councils or volunteer trusts or organ¬ 
isations in the future or, failing this, continue 
under the responsibility of the district at a “sig¬ 
nificantly reduced net cost” by limiting open¬ 
ing hours, periods of operation, staff

restmcture, increased agency commissions, op¬ 
portunities for further retail income or com¬ 
mercial activities. 

The document also states that the closure of 
Tourist Information Centres could be an option 
when no other alternative delivery method is 
possible, but this would be linked to the provi¬ 
sion of more visitor information online and 
through mobile applications and information 
points. 

It added: “The ways that visitors access in¬ 
formation has changed in recent 
years. It is nationally recognised that 
developments in new technology 
and changes in consumer behaviour 
over the next 10 years will continue 
to shape the future of visitor infor¬ 
mation services in England and will 
require a redical step-change in in¬ 
formation delivery across the indus¬ 
try.” 

Councillor Robert Gould, leader of 
West Dorset District Council, said: 
“The way we provide tourist infor¬ 
mation services is changing. More 
and more people want to access in¬ 


formation online and last year our visit- 
dorset.com website welcomed 1.7 million vis¬ 
itors. A mobile version of the site for smart 
phones and tablets was recently launched and 
the visit-dorset.com app was also created in 
2012 . 

“We are looking at the way we provide tourist 
information services as part of a wider service 
review programme. This was undertaken in re¬ 
sponse to the challenging financial climate, 
which will continue in years to come no matter 
which party is in power. 

“The council has to become less reliant on 
government grants, be more commercially as¬ 
tute and transform the way it delivers services 
with significantly reduced resources. We face 
difficult choices. Some services may have to 
be reduced or stopped, while others may have 
to be provided in different ways, possibly in 
partnership with other organisations. 

“Options for providing tourist information 
centres and services are open and no decisions 
will be made until discussions have taken place 
with local people and interested organisations.” 

Lyme Regis Toruist Information Centre has 
seen huge success in the past, scooping a num¬ 
ber of top regional awards, including bronze at 
the South West Tourism Excellence Awards in 
2010-11,2013 and 2014, being named a finalist 
in 2008-9 and winning an Outstanding 
Achievement Award in 2011, as well as a gold 
at the Dorset Tourism 
Awards 2013 and a bronze 
in the South West England 
Mystery Shopper Service 
2005/06 awards. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin, 
chairman of the town 
council’s Tourism and 
Economic Development 
Committee, said: “The 
town council is concerned 
about the provision of 
tourist information in the 
town and is talking to West 
Dorset District Council of¬ 
ficers about this.”

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AT the age of just 21, Lyme Regis musician Ben 
Kapur will be thrust into the spotlight this Satur¬ 
day (September 6th) when he drives the house 
band alongside Deep Purple legend Ian Gillan, as 
they lead thousands of amateur guitarists gath¬ 
ered for the record-breaking event Guitars On 
The Beach, with hopes of forming Britain's 
biggest ever band. 

We caught up wth Ben, a former Woodroffe 
School pupil, during a break in his rehearsals. 


# YOU'RE the lead guitarist of the Guitars On The 
Beach House Band, which means you'll be leading 
thousands of guitarists. How do you cope with the 
pressure? 

The pressure is not too bad for me, it's more excitement 
than pressure because I enjoy it so much. Being the lead 
guitarist of GOTB is one of the best things I've ever been 
able to do in my musical career - plus I'm playing with 
remarkable musicians in the house band and that's a 
huge buzz, especially duelling guitars with a fantastic 
player like Olli Dixon. 

# YOU are one of the founders of GOTB. What were 
your highlights of last year's event? 

One of my favourite things of last year was getting the 
opportunity to play with Billy Geraghty, Robbie McIn¬ 
tosh and Andy Scott, three extremely talented musi¬ 
cians who have taught me so much by giving me the 
opportunity to play with them. 

# WHAT will GOTB be like this year? 

GOTB is going to be so much bigger, better and more 
incredible this year, because of the enthusiasm we all 
have and the fact that more than 3,500 people of all 
ages have signed up for it. There's a lot of local Lyme tal¬ 
ent performing throughout the day; we've got musi¬ 
cians from B Sharp, we've got Lyme's great statesman 
of guitar, Marshall Stapleton, and very good bands like 
Delta Tango 7, Glasshouse, Stairlift To Heaven and the 
amazing Papa Le Gal. Everyone has been rehearsing 
hard to make this better than last year, to attract more 
visitors, as that it good for Lyme, and to have a great 
time. 

# HOW long have you been playing the guitar and 
was it your first instrument? 

I've been playing the guitar since I was 11 -years-old, so 
that's 10 years now. I'm completely self-taught, and I 
eat, sleep and breath it. However, my first instrument 
was the saxophone, which I started to learn at the age 
of six. 

# YOUR own band 1 /2 Jack will also be performing 
on the day. What does GOTB mean for local bands? 

Well, if I wasn't on the bill to be on that stage on the day, 
I'd be nagging organiser Geoff Baker to get my band on 
the gig. We've got about 20 acts performing and it's a 
fantastic opportunity for all of us to get on a big stage 
and perform in front of such a big crowd. It's great ex¬ 
perience and it teaches you a lot about stagecraft and 
showmanship. 



• ONE of the record-bid songs is Deep Purple's 
'Smoke On The Water' and you will be Ian Gillan's 
lead guitarist for that song too. What is that going 
to feel ilke? 

Well, what can I say...wow! It's going to feel amazing! 
It's a fabulous opportunity to get to play alongside the 
actual singer of Deep Purple. I met Ian for the first time 
recently to discuss the show, and I was rather nervous 
because he's a rock and roll legend, but he's such a nice 
bloke; calm, friendly, reassuring, he put me completely 
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at ease. Now I can’t wait to play on ’Smoke’ alongside 
him. I’m practicing all the time so that I can do my best 
and do him proud. All of us in the house band feel the 
same, we’re honoured that he is leading GOTB. It’s an 
honour too for the town, I know he lives nearby but I 
believe this is the first time he’s performed here. 

# CAN novice guitarists join in at GOTB or is it only 
for you seasoned players? 

Anybody can join in. That’s the whole point about 
GOTB, it’s for all ages and all abilities. You don’t even 
have to be a guitarist, you just need to learn a few notes 
and we’re going to have guitarists from B Sharp giving 
last-minute lessons on the sand before the record at¬ 
tempts. They are going to have a tutorial tent to give a 
crash course in learning the chords, so bring a guitar 
and come on down. GOTB is an entirely new way of pre¬ 
senting live music - you don’t just go along to watch 
and listen, you go to join in and play along. It’s interac¬ 
tive concert-going and I think this is going to catch on 
and become a new thing in music, Lyme has started 
something completely different which is going to grow. 

# WHERE do you hope to be in five years time and 
where will GOTB be then? 

I hope to be a successful musician, everybody has a 
dream and that has always been mine, and so any op¬ 
portunity that comes along like this, I grab it. GOTB is a 
great innovation, this idea of the audience taking part 
in a concert is a very smart one and all of us organising 
it have even bigger plans for its future. In five years time 
we are going to have to ship in a million tons of more 
sand to Lyme because we are going to need a bigger 
beach!

Crews called to Three Cups false alarm 


TWO fire engines were called to the formerThree Cups 
Hotel in Lyme Regis on Monday after it was reported 
that youths broke into the empty property and set off 
the fire alarm. 

Lyme Regis Fire Brigade was first on the scene and es¬ 
tablished that youngsters had gained access to the first 
floor of the Broad Street building through the fire es¬ 
cape at the back. A neighbour had seen them running 
from the building earlier that day. 

A second engine from Charmouth was called for as¬ 
sistance as the hose from the first engine was not long 
enough to go all the way around the large building. 
Crew members searched the property using breathing 
apparatus as a precaution but no fire was found. 

Further disruption was caused when the fire crews en¬ 
tered the ground floor and set off the loud burglar 
alarm, attracting much attention from shoppers in the 
town centre.

New job club takes step forward 
with Magna donation of £ 1,000 


PLANS for a job club in 
Lyme Regis are beginning 
to take shape, with Magna 
Housing Association 
being the latest benefactor. 

The job club will be 
launched in September by 
Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, which operates 
from St Michael’s Busi¬ 
ness Centre and was set up 
in 1998 to promote the 
economic and social well¬ 
being of Lyme and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Trust chief executive 
Peter Jeffs said: “For 
many years, we’ve given 
careers advice, some to 
people referred to us by 
the Job Centre, and we’ve 
also worked with the job 
club in Axminster. 

“Our careers advisers 
thought it would be great 
if we had our own job club 
on our doorstep, espe¬ 
cially as we already give 
careers advice and provide training here. But we needed 
start-up funding to do it. 

“We applied to Magna’s community initiative fund, 
as we know the job club will be beneficial to the asso¬ 
ciation’s residents and the wider community. We were 
delighted to be successful in obtaining this valuable 
funding.” 

Magna resident Martin Kendrick, a member of the 
community initiative fund forum, which has just 
awarded the trust £1,000, said: “Something like this is 
really important for Lyme, which is isolated because of 
its position. It’s not always easy to get to Axminster or 
Bridport and a job club, with peer support and easy ac¬ 
cess to training and advice, in Lyme will be a great 
asset.” 

Ken Bodycombe, Magna’s community investment of¬ 
ficer, said forum members felt a job club could be very 
useful to Magna residents who were out of work. 

“Lyme Regis Development Trust does a great job and 
we were very happy to support the job club,” he added. 

“We will also be looking at ways we can work to¬ 
gether so we can reach out to our residents and let them 
know about the interesting things going on here at St 
Michaels Business Centre.” 

The trust’s offices are just across the corridor from its 
LymeNet project. An educational facility for local peo¬ 
ple, many of whom are elderly, unemployed or in re¬ 
ceipt of benefits, LymeNet offers individually tailored

training in reading and writing, numeracy, ICT and gen¬ 
eral life skills in a friendly and welcoming environment. 
It also provides general facilities such as fax, photo¬ 
copying, and internet access for a small charge. 

Mr Jeffs said the job club would be held on the same 
day and time each week and provide an informal, re¬ 
laxed setting for people seeking professional advice and 
information about applying for jobs and also talking to 
others in similar situations. 

“It’s not just for the long-term unemployed, it’s for 
anyone looking for work, such as women going back 
into the job market after having a family or those with 
seasonal jobs who need to do something in the winter,” 
he said. 

Magna’s community initiative fund has given more 
than £1 million to projects around the area over the last 
12 years.

Travel incentive funding 
offered up to businesses 


LOCAL businesses are being offered another 
chance to apply for a new travel grant from Dorset 
County Council with up to £3,000 available per ap¬ 
plication. 

The scheme is designed to help firms start incen¬ 
tives that encourage more people to walk, cycle or 
use public transport on the journey to work. 

As well as boosting the local economy and help¬ 
ing to tackle road congestion, the initiative also aims 
to boost the health and wellbeing of staff. 

Businesses in Weymouth, Portland and Dorchester 
can apply for up to £3,000 in match funding towards 
the introduction of cycle parking, lockers, showers 
or changing facilities, signage, pool bikes and more. 

A number of applications were submitted in the 
last round with the council awarding around 
£30,000 across those businesses. 

County Cabinet environment spokesman Council¬ 
lor Peter Finney said: “We are delighted to be able 
to help local businesses improve their facilities and 
help their staff travel more sustainably. 

“By encouraging employees to walk or run or 
cycle to work you are likely to see a significant re¬ 


duction in sick days and increased productivity.” 

One organisation which benefited from the grant 
scheme is Futurum Renewable Energy Systems in 
Poundbury. The renewable energy firm has installed 
a vehicle electric charging point at its main office 
in Parkway Farm Business Centre, Poundbury. 

Sales and marketing manager Mark Blunden said: 
“The council’s grant scheme is a great way to help 
local businesses improve things for their staff and 
customers. 

“Having an electric charging point makes it easier 
for our staff, customers and business clients to use 
an alternative travel option rather than a conven¬ 
tional car.” 

This investment in businesses has been made pos¬ 
sible through the council’s £2.4million Local Sus¬ 
tainable Transport Fund (LSTF) and £12million 
Three Towns Travel grant from the Department for 
Transport. 

The next round of applications is open now until 
October 10th.

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COUNTY MATTERS 


with district and county councillor Daryl Turner 



THE month of August at both county and district 
sees many of the staff taking their well-earned holi¬ 
days, a little like “factory fortnights”. During this pe¬ 
riod there are very few meetings and even parish 
councils take a break; because of this there’s very lit¬ 
tle to report. 

I’m still working on the 71 town bus service and 
waiting for final costings, the replacement and repair 
of finger posts throughout the Marshwood Vale is on¬ 
going and I’m still trying to sort out liability insur¬ 
ance for a river clean. 

As far as the river’s concerned, the Environment 
Agency has given us a window of opportunity during 
the last two weeks of September to work in the river. 
However, even though I’ve contacted the leader and 
deputy leader of Dorset County Council, the question 
of liability insurance will take some time to go 
through the “process”! I don’t realistically believe 
we can plan this in at present; I will keep pushing. 

Road verges continue to be problematical and the 
county has injected £100,000 into the current opera¬ 
tion. We are looking at, through a Policy Develop¬ 
ment Panel, a system to encourage local authorities 
to take over this role with an agreed payment by 
county. 

Many local authorities already maintain areas 
within their boundaries and have a better knowledge 
and understanding of the patch. It’s understood some 
smaller parish councils simply will not be in a posi¬ 
tion to do this. 

Individual Electoral Register 

On June 10th the government launched online elec¬ 
toral registration, making registering to vote quicker 
and simpler than ever before, but also more secure. 

The launch formed part of the move to Individual 
Electoral Registration (IER), which has replaced the 


outdated “head of household” system and is giving 
people greater control and ownership over their reg¬ 
istration. It’s one of the biggest changes to electoral 
registration in generations, and thanks to the new on¬ 
line tool, you can register in just three minutes by 
simply providing a name, address, date of birth and 
National Insurance number. 

Statistics show that this new online system is prov¬ 
ing to be a huge success. There have been over one 
million applications to register since June 10th and 
the vast majority of these were made using the new 
online service. Users are impressed by the simpler, 
clearer, and faster online process, with over 90 per 
cent of those responding giving positive feedback. 

The online registration service is compatible with 
all platforms, including smartphones and tablets, 
meaning maximum convenience when registering. 
Statistics show that around a third of people have ac¬ 
cessed the service through a smartphone or tablet. 

If you were registered before June 2014 in England, 
most people should be automatically transferred to 
IER and do not need to do anything else. I’m sure 
you’ve had the letter through the post but I thought 
it might be helpful to add to this. 

Electric vehicle charging 

In partnership with the Borough of Poole and 
Bournemouth Borough Council, Dorset County 
Council is benefitting from a grant of £682,500 from 
the Office for Low Emission Vehicles to install up to 
19 Electric Vehicle Rapid Charge Points (EVRCP) 
across wider Dorset, including eight within the 
Dorset County Council authority area. 

The EVRCPs are planned to be installed within off- 
street car parks operated by the borough and district 
councils by March 2015, Lyme Regis is one such lo¬ 
cation. 


Uplyme residents urged to 
help plan for parish's future 


UPLYME Parish Council’s Neighbourhood Plan team 
has been working hard over the summer to prepare all 
the necessary information to start writing its draft plan. 

After carrying out a wide range of consultations with 
national and local organisations, landowners and res¬ 
idents, the group is preparing to take the next step in 
planning future development of the parish, and is ask¬ 
ing all residents to look out for a letter that will be 
posted in early September. 

The letter will carry the group’s viaduct stamp and 
will contain two important documents. 

The first is a new questionnaire asking for residents’ 
views on how Uplyme parish should develop in the 
next 10 to 20 years. The working party previously sent 
out a questionnaire but received less than a one in five 
return and is hoping more people will respond to their 
second attempt. The questionnaire should be returned 
to the parish council via a box at the Post office, or by 
post or email. 

The second document is a specific survey on afford¬ 
able housing. This was one of the most-requested fa¬ 
cilities from previous consultations with residents and 
to demonstrate the need, the working party needs a de¬ 
cent number of responses to back it up. 

The recently-completed affordable houses at Masters 
Close were greatly oversubscribed, so those who 
missed out, or those whose families did not suit the 
type or size of housing built, should make their com¬ 
ments known by responding to the survey. 

The working party is also looking for more volun¬ 
teers to help with the Neighbourhood Plan. Volunteers 
do not have to attend a lot of meetings but could take 
on a small, time-limited task, for example.

■ PLAYGROUND: Uplyme parish councillors re¬ 
ported at their last meeting that the emergency flood 
relief channel at the village’s play ground had been 
completed and fenced off. 

Children should no longer be able to push through 
the hedge on the main road to get access to the play¬ 
ground. 

■ LANDFILL SITE: The parish council agreed to sup¬ 
port campaigners hoping to stop the proposed landfill 
operation at the top of the Harcombe Valley at Lyme 
Regis Golf Club’s driving range. 

This has received planning permission from Dorset 
County Council but requires a permit from the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency before the operation can start. 

The council agreed to contact the Environment 
Agency with its many concerns over the site. 

■ POLICE REPORT: Four crimes were reported in Up¬ 
lyme over the past month. These included a sexual of¬ 
fence via the internet for which enquiries are ongoing. 

Other incidents includes the wing mirrors of two ve¬ 
hicles being damaged on July 12th in the Mill 
Lane/Tappers Knap area; a boat trailer was stolen and 
an offender was apprehended removing a car battery 
and diesel from a vehicle. This has been dealt with by 
way of restorative justice. 

The next Coffee Cop Shop at Uplyme Church will 
be Thursday, September 4th at 10am when residents 
are invited to raise their local concerns with police of¬ 
ficers.

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VISITING tall ship "Irene"attracted the attention of many 
visitors and residents when it moored at the Cobb in 
Lyme Regis overnight last week. 

The traditional West Country trading ketch arrived 
in Lyme Regis on Thursday from Land's End and 
headed back towards Falmouth on Friday evening 
for the Tall Ships Regatta. 

Due to its flat bottom, the boat was able to moor 
right against the Cobb, meaning visitors to the har¬ 
bour were able to get an up-close look and talk to 
the crew and passengers. 

"Irene" was first launched in 1907 in Bridgwater, 
Somerset. Built by FJ. Carver and Son, she is a fine 
seagoing ship designed to be beached along river- 
banks so loads could be easily transferred to carts 
drawn by horses. The boat carried bricks, clay and 
tiles between England and Ireland. 

At some point she was fitted with an engine and 
later became part of the British fleet of Merchant 
Ships during the two world wars. 

By 1960"Irene"was retired and resold several times. 
Within five years she had been abandoned and for¬ 
gotten. In 1965 the boat was in a severe state of dis¬ 
repair and was bought by Dr Leslie Morrish, who 
spent 15 years restoring her, originally as a house¬ 
boat for his family. The boat has been in the same 
family since, with connections to the Cables in Lyme 
Regis. 

"Irene" has since appeared in several photoshoots, 
commercials and even films, portraying the "Flying 
Dutchman"in the epic film about composer Richard 
Wagner and featuring briefly in "Pirates of the 
Caribbean". 

She later took on exclusive charters, crossing the 
Atlantic and hosting guests such as Mick Jagger and 
Pierce Brosnan, before sinking in Marigot harbour, St 
Martin, after catching fire in 2003. 

After towing her back across the Atlantic to Corn¬ 
wall, Dr Morrish spent another four years and every 
penny he had on rebuilding the ship. Today, with 
lofty spars and some imaginative innovations to 
complement her traditional fittings, "Irene" is sailing 
in home waters again and runs regular trips.

AN exercise in communications between the volun¬ 
teers of Lyme Bay National Coastwatch and the Lyme 
Regis Lifeboat Station was hailed a huge success on 
Sunday.

The exercise at sea between West Bexington and 
Freshwater involved the Lyme Regis lifeboat and the In¬ 
shore Fisheries vessel "Protector", with the scenario de¬ 
signed to test the NCI watchkeepers' ability to 
communicate with the lifeboat. 

During the one-hour exercise, two lifeboat crew 


members, John Cable and Tom Crabbe, acted the roles 
of swimmers in trouble and a crew member aboard 
"Protector" was reported to be injured. 

Helmsman of Lyme Regis lifeboat, Brian Street, said: 
"We were delighted to assist our Coastwatch col¬ 
leagues. This exercise can only help to foster good 
working relations between our two volunteer organi¬ 
sations and, of course, there were training benefits for 
us, too." 

David Last, deputy station manager for Lyme Bay NCI, 
added: "The whole operation was extremely valuable 
experience for everyone involved. 

"We are also pleased to have firmed up our relation¬ 
ship with the lifeboat volunteers. We never know when 
the experience of this exercise will have to be put to se¬ 
rious use."

Strange scenes await at the museum 


In a high round gallery at the very top 
of The Lyme Regis Museum lurk scary 
images of what the future may hold 
for our little town! 

Climb up the twisting steps of a nar¬ 
row spiral staircase and prepare to be 
shocked and amazed by the artwork 
hatched by the ever-fertile imagina¬ 
tion of Dave Wicken, local artist and 
photographer. 

In his show entitled "Strange Scenes 
from the Borderlands" in the mu¬ 
seum's Rotunda Gallery, Dave reveals 
the Jurassic Coast as seen from the 
space between drawing and photog¬ 
raphy, and has created scenes such as 
a tyrannosaur devouring a church and 
a dragon on holiday in Charmouth. 

His wonderful image called "Sailing 
in a Sea of Dreams" shows a beach of 
mild-eyed surrealistic deer with am¬ 
monite-lamp horns, whilst "Great 
Landslip of 2039" is enough to give 
any inhabitant of Lyme sleepless 
nights! 


Dave said:"I have been shooting and 
processing my own photographs as 
well as producing pen and ink draw¬ 
ings for most of my life, but a couple 
of years ago it occurred to me that I 
could combine the two." 

The artist still uses pen and ink in the 
traditional way, but adds colour with 
software. 

"I can produce some beautiful 
colours and textures from highly 
processed original photographs which 
I don't think could be achieved any 
other way," he continued. 

Dave has been inspired by the 
coastal scenery around Lyme Regis, 
wondering what may have inhabited 
the place long ago and what may 
occur there in the distant future. His 
image of a ten-times life-size blue 
whale, leaping from the sea and about 
to crush Lyme Regis under its bulk 
(pictured), was inspired by a night¬ 
mare he had when he was four years 
old. 



"Strange Scenes from the Borderlands" is a contin¬ 
uation of the Lyme Regis ArtsFest and museum col¬ 
laboration called recollection, which is supported 
using public funding by the National Lottery 
through Arts Council England.

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Will digital do for the TIC? 

Lyme Matters Q 


by Philip Evans 


L YME Regis has al¬ 
ways been rightly 
proud of its award¬ 
winning Tourist Infor¬ 
mation Centre, situated 
on the ground floor of 
Guildhall Cottage where 
the town council offices 
are situated. 

True, the location is not 
ideal, tucked away at the 
side of the Guildhall, but the 
TIC staff have done a terrific 
job over the years promoting 
Lyme at every opportunity 
and have been recognised 
far beyond this parish for 
the efficiency of their serv¬ 
ice. 


But along with similar oper¬ 
ations in West Dorset, it 
would seem the future of our 
TIC may be in some doubt. 

Facing reduced funding 
from central government, 
West Dorset District Council 
is reviewing the cost effec¬ 
tiveness of all its services and 


looking at alternative ways 
to deliver tourist informa¬ 
tion with a view to savings of 
£300,000. 

In a statement to this news¬ 
paper, council leader Robert 
Gould emphasises that the 
council has to become less re¬ 
liant on Whitehall hand-outs 


and is facing a reduction of 
£9.2 million pounds a year by 
the year 2020. 

The TIC used to be run by 
the town council until the 
function was taken over by 
WDDC several years ago. It 
was a move that improved 
and extended the service pro¬ 


vided for visitors but the re¬ 
sponsibility for running the 
TIC could return to the town 
council again as this is one of 
the options being consid¬ 
ered. 

Across the border in East 
Devon, the district council 
stopped running their TICs 
many years ago with the re¬ 
sponsibility passing to town 
councils and voluntary 
groups. In Axminster, for 
example, the TIC is run by a 
group of volunteers who 
fundraise to keep the service 
going. 

Weymouth Borough Coun¬ 
cil scrapped their dedicated 
TICs with tourism informa¬ 
tion leaflets being distrib¬ 
uted from various business 
outlets throughout the town. 

Robert Gould makes the 
point that more people want 
to access tourist information 
online rather than physi¬ 
cally calling at a manned 
centre. 

Last year the council web¬ 
site - visit-dorset.com - at¬ 
tracted 1.7 million visitors 
and a new mobile version for 
smart phones and tablets has 
recently been launched. 

Lyme will be reluctant to 
let go of its valued TIC but 
the digital age may well do 
for it in the end. 


Guildhall Gossi p 

LYME Regis will be going to the 
polls in nine months in what many 
consider to be one of the most im¬ 
portant elections for many years. 

There is precious little interest in 
local government and no wonder 
considering the shenanigans that 
have gone on in the Lyme Regis 
council chamber these past couple 
of years, without doubt the most 
disturbing in the town council's 
history. 

When this new council was 
elected in 2011 there was talk of 
"taking local government to the 
people" by holding meetings at 
various locations around the town. 
It didn't happen. 

Talk also of making council busi¬ 
ness more transparent but that 
didn't happen either with the- 
council going into commitee (se¬ 
cret session) at the drop of a hat 
and many decisions obviously 
being decided before councillors 
got to the chamber. 

Real debate in our council cham¬ 
ber is a disappearing art with more 
decision making being devolved 
to the officers. 

No one is getting excited yet 
about the outcome of the next 
election with polling day still so far 
away. 

One thing is for sure, there is 
likely to be a big change in the 
make up of the council. So far, 
three existing councillors have 
told me they don't intend to stand 
and there could be several more 
who will be putting away their 
code of conduct for a last time. 

But who will replace them? 


EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ THE second Folk Festival in Lyme Regis 
was another resounding success, attract¬ 
ing many hundreds of people to the town. 

Festival publicist Julie Sheppard told this 
newspaper they were aiming for a "folk carni¬ 
val by the sea" and she thought they had 
"nailed it". I don't think there was any doubt 
about that. 

We took a stroll along the seafront with visi¬ 
tors on both Saturday and Sunday and the 
Marine Parade was really buzzing. They asked: 
"Is Lyme always like this?"to which we had to 
reply "Well yes, it mostly is." 


They could not believe that such a small re¬ 
sort could host such an obviously successful 
and professional event. How many times have 
we heard that before? 

Jerry Hayes and Geoff Hughes, the two folk 
afficianados who are the driving force behind 
the festival, have succeeded in establishing 
Lyme Folk Weekend as a must on the summer 
calendar and being held so late in the summer 
it gives the town a welcome economic boost 
as the season draws to a close. 

The addition of the food and drink outlets on 
the seafront added greatly to the overall at¬ 


mosphere and the festival camp site looked 
much busier than last year. 

It was another very ambitious programme 
but they managed to retain the friendliness 
which was such a hallmark of their first event. 

And whilst the Lyme weekend may have a 
bit of a way to go to match the world 
renowned Sidmouth Folk Festival, there is no 
doubt that it has already established itself as 
a must weekend for folk enthusiasts.

A splash of colour in your home 


If you want to make kitchen or bathroom look a bit slicker, 
without too much disruption or cost, fit a splashback be¬ 
hind the hob, sink or basin. 

Splashbacks for hobs or cookers are typically made of stain¬ 
less steel, tiles or heatproof glass, while splashbacks for 
kitchen sinks and bathroom basins are usually tiled, but 
can be glass. The problem with tiles is that grout can be¬ 
come discoloured over time, so using dark grout makes 
sense in the kitchen, especially in the cooking area. 

Glass splashbacks are available in standard sizes for hobs 
and cookers, but bespoke sizes can be made to order by 
specialist companies. Glass comes in such a large range of 
colours and patterns, it's easy to find something to suit 
your taste. If you want to inject a limited amount of colour 
or pattern into the room, a glass splashback is a good way 
to do it, or you can co-ordinate the colour of the splash¬ 
back with the walls. 

Splashbacks can also be matched to a glass upstand, which 
protects the walls above the rest of the kitchen worktop. 
Upstands often have to be made-to-measure to ensure the 
length is correct and the cut-outs for the sockets, if any, are 
in the right places. 

If you want to create a unique splashback, how about using 
wallpaper? OK, you may think wallpaper's not suitable for 
kitchens and bathrooms, but vinyl ones are designed spe¬ 
cially for these rooms. Conventional wallpaper can often 
be used too - the important thing is to protect it with a 
clear glass panel, such as the good value Laminate Glass 
Clear Splashback (£40, B&Q), or a clear acrylic panel away 
from the hob or cooker. Provided they're fitted and sealed 
properly, these panels work well because the wallpaper's 
sealed in, so moisture, cooking splashes, dust and dirt can't 


get to it. 

To finish off, stick low-tack masking tape along the top of 
the skirting boards and the edge of the doorframe (where 
it meets the wall), and paint above the skirting and around 
the doorframe in the emulsion you used on the rest of the 
walls. Carefully remove the tape when the last coat of 
emulsion has started to dry. You should get a clean edge 
between the woodwork and walls and if a little emulsion 
bleeds under the tape, you can usually sort this out easily 
because the paint's still fresh.

IF COOKING is the new rock and roll then Mark Hix is its Keith Richards, an honest, 
unpretentious, slightly-shy hero of the art who has brilliantly mastered the 
complexity of simplicity by bringing it down to food's essential riff - great taste. 


There’s more than a bit of Keef to Mark; 
quiet, laconic, tousled, charmingly-un- 
shaven but friendly and focused, the real 
thing who, like the legendary Rolling Stone, 
just quietly does it best and avoids the 
showbizzy limelight which has seduced 
other chefs to show off for the TV cameras. 

It is little surprise then that Mark should be 
the lynchpin of Lyme’s No 1 food event of 
the year, the appropriately-titled Food 
Rocks festival, which brings thousands to 
the town for the weekend of September 6th 
& 7th. 

Although he originally hails from our great 
rival, Bridport, Mark has been one of Lyme’s 
greatest benefactors of recent years - not 
just by the thousands of pounds that he has 
raised for the RNLI and the Fishermen’s Mis¬ 
sion but more principally in that by coming 
to Lyme to open his Oyster & Fish Flouse on 
Cobb Road, he raised the game and set the 
bar for eating in the area.

instructing on a wide variety of topics that 
include British cheese, how to dress a crab, 
pairing beer and food, and oysters of the 
British Isles. 

Food Rocks is all for charity, for the good of 
Lyme and the greatness of regional cuisine 
and, with Hix at the helm, it is guaranteed to 
be all in the best possible taste; the food 
event of the year and not to be missed.

Birthmarks, thread veins 
and other blemishes 

BROWN birthmarks are caused by an excess of 
melanin, the skin's naural tanning pigment, caus¬ 
ing, for example, 'cafe-au-lait' birthmarks. Expo¬ 
sure to the sun's ultra-violet rays can also result in 
similar changes such as freckles and sun/age/liver 
spots. 

Red birthmarks, such as 'port-wine stains' are 
caused by an excess of blood vessels near the skin 
surface, varying from pale pink to purple. Other

(haemangiomas).

Bridport then suffered more anguish on 38 
minutes when the referee either ignored, or 
was unaware of the linesman flagging for off¬ 
side, and awarded Willand a free kick for a 
foul by the Bees some few seconds later. 

The assistant however lowered his flag after 
the foul had been given which incensed 
managerTrevor Senior and his management 
who had clearly seen the signal. They were 
even more annoyed when Roger Ingham 
rolled the free kick sideways to Stamp whose 
30-yard daisy cutter found its way through a 
mass of legs and past an unsighted Weeks. 

Left winger Luke Alden ended a pulsating 
first half by clipping the crossbar with a fierce 
shot just before the whistle. 

Sean Stewart replaced the injured Senior at 
the break, and after Weeks had fumbled a 
shot at his near post that Dovell hacked off 
the line, the game settled down with Willand 
dropping deeper finding it difficult for Brid¬ 
port to pierce their rearguard. 

Clarke shot just wide of the post following
